MY NICKELS WORTH

I had a terrific argument 
with another collector a few 
nights ago, over proper grading 
of coins. Our entire argument 
had to do with the use of the 
term “About Uncirculated’, as 
used when grading coins. 

The whole thing started with 
a nice peaceful chat, between 
two friends, he and I, over the 
appearance of the term “About 
Uncirculated”, in Messrs. B & 
D grading book. We raved at 
each other for over an hour. My 
wife provided the coffee and 
crumpets, plus the fact, that the 
use of the term “AU” does not 
appear in Mr. Yoeman’s Red- 
book. 

My argument was, and is, 
that the term, “About Uncircu- 
lated’, is very misleading. That 
either a coin is uncirculated or 
it is not. If it is not, then it 
must be extremely fine. 

What is the definition of an 
uncirculated coin? Quoting from 
the Redbook, “New, regular 
mint striking, but never placed 
in circulation.” What is the def- 
inition of “About Uncirculat- 
ed”? Quoting from B & D, 
“There will be a trace of wear, 
etc.” 

You and I, and my friends 
know, that if we were to buy 
an uncirculated coin, we would 
not expect it to have, “ a trace 
of wear’. But, if we were to 
buy a coin that did show a 
“trace of wear’, we would not

legal Collections 


by Charles S. Tate 


It would be informative, and 
perhaps very surprising for you 
to learn that there are many 
coins and other Numismatic 
items that have been declared 
illegal by the Federal Govern- 
ment. The more obvious of these 
include: fake star commemora- 
tives, altered mint marks, al- 
tered dates and all counterfeits. 


A number of these cannot be 
legally collected, of which, many 
of us are completely unaware. 
The list of illegal items includes: 
gold bars and gold certificates 
of any date, and any gold coins 
of the year 1933. Many types of 
masonic pennies have _ been 
picked up, certain foreign gold 
coins have been confiscated by 
the Secret Service, and certain 
off-metal coins (coins accident- 
ally stamped on the wrong met- 
al) have been picked up by the 
government. 


It is amazing to realize that 
in some cases, all these items 
have been declared legal, and in 
others they have been declared 
illegal. It sems only logical that 
our Federal Government should 
make clear-cut laws concerning 
the collection of these items, 
and state once and for all wheth- 
er they are legally collectable. 
This on-again off-again confis- 
cation has been going on for 
over eighty-five years. 


Probably the most justified of 
all government confiscations, 
was that of the racketeer nick- 
el. In the first year of its issue, 
1883, the Liberty Nickel did not 
bear the word “cents” on its 
reverse—merely the Roman nu- 
meral “V”. These coins were 
about the same size as $5 gold 
pieces, so they were often gold 
plated by unscrupulous profit- 
eers and passed for gold. 

This was soon discovered by 
the government, in the same 
year, the word “cents” was 
placed on the reverse immedi- 
ately below the “V”, and the 
confiscation (or recall) of all 
Type I Liberty Nickels was at- 
tempted. This was a great help 
to the field of Numismatics in 
general, for all honest numis- 
matists deplored the few dis- 
honest persons who were bring- 
ing ill repute on their hobby. 

It is not illegal to collect ei- 
ther type of the Liberty Nick- 
els, but is of course not legal 
to gold plate them for any pur- 
pose. If all the laws concerning 
the collection of coins and cur- 
rency were equally as clear, 
there would be little question 
about the legality of certain 
items. 


About the only thing each 
of us can do to help is to use 
judgment about what we collect 
and sell or trade. We must make 
our own decisions, based on our 
own personal convictions, con- 
cerning all the questionable 
coins that have at times been 
declared semi-illegal. 


There should be no question 
in our minds that: trial pieces, 
patterns, restrikes, experiment- 
al pieces, lucky (encased) coins, 
and other forms of Numismatic 
errors are collectable in the 
strictest sense of honesty. We 
should be constantly watchful 
for any counterfeited or altered 
coins—which are becoming dis- 
turbingly prevalent in our field, 
and report any information con- 
cerning these coins to the prop- 
er government authorities. 


The coins most commonly al- 
tered are: 1909SVDB Lincoln 
cents, 1914D Lincoln Cents, 3- 
legged Buffalo Nickels, 1916D 
Mercury Dime, these are all 
clearly dishonest and should be 
stopped. 


Many other coins, however, 
that I feel are completely legal, 
such as 1933 gold coins, masonic 
cents, off-metal coins, and gold 
bars, are sometimes questioned 
by the government, and if you 
choose to collect them, there is 
always the constant fear that 
they will be picked up. 

Let’s all be in favor of more 
clear and decisive laws concern- 
ing our hobby in general. The 
hobby of Numismatics will be 
helped considerably in that 
much of the indecision concern- 
ing coins will be erased. 


TERMS USED IN 
DESCRIBING COINS... 


The designs stamped on coins 
can be of two types, relief or 
incuse. A relief design has the 
design raised above the surface 
of the coin. In an incuse type, 
the design is below the surface 
of the coin. A coin has two sides, 
the obverse and reverse. The 
side with the main design on 
it, commonly called the “head” 
side, is the obverse. The oppo- 
site side, or “tail”, usually car- 
ries the coin’s value and is called 
the reverse. When a coin has 
parallel lines running across the 
edge from obverse to reverse, 
this is called reeding and is done 
to discourage trimming the 
edges of the coin to obtain 
metal

RARE AND SCARCE 
Rarity of Coins Discussed 


by Andrew L. Berger 


When should the terms rare 
and scarce be applied to numis- 
matic material? Referring to 
Webster’s Dictionary, I find that 
rare applies to that which is 
not frequently found or which 
is uncommon. Scarce is used for 
something that is small in sup- 
ply in proportion to the demand. 

The new collector, picking up 
a copy of any recent numismat- 
ic publication, might very well 
find a 1914D Uncirculated Lin- 
coln and a 1950D Jefferson both 
referred to as rare. Wouldn’t 
it be wiser to describe the 14D 
as rare, and the 50D as scarce? 

It is my opinion, that the 
word rare is being used much 
too freely, and its real mean- 
ing being obscured. I feel that 
it should be used more sparing- 
ly by dealers and collectors. I 
would be interested in your 
opinion.

KNOW YOUR DEALER, 
YOUR COINS, AND READ 


by Leona Dockery 


In the course of reading my 
mail, I came across a state- 
ment that I feel should be 
shared with “CTA” readers. 

In Abe Kosoff’s Coin Bulle- 
tin, he states, quote, “Chance 
to review recent lists, cata- 
logues, etc., and impressed not 
necessarily favorably by inex- 
perienced “professionals”. This 
is most certainly a time for 
caution by buyers.” 


Somehow I feel that the 
above statement is food for 
thought. I see many catalogs, 
etc., where coins are identified 
as rarities—but, the cataloger 
is some cases, does not know 
where to authenticate his ‘“so- 
called rarity.” 


So for caution — know your 
dealer, and if you don’t know 
your dealer, know your coins. 


The best way to know your 
coins is to read all available Nu- 
mismatic literature. Acquire a 
library if you are a specialist 
in any certain series—have an 
authoritative reference at hand. 
The investment in a reference 
work may save you a great deal 
of money, time and grief. 


If you feel that a library is 
beyond your means, then take 
advantage of the libraries main- 
tained by many Coin Clubs. 
Whatever you do, check on that 
coin rarity before you buy.

MONEY FACTS 


The Edwins Defalcation 


On the morning of September 
29th, 1870, C. Edwins, a fourth 
class clerk in the division of re- 
demptions in the Treasury, vol- 
untarily confessed to the Treas- 
urer, F. E. Spinner, that he had 
abstracted, and applied to his 
own use, three money packages 
received by him, and amounting 
to $8,500. 


Edwins came into this branch 
of the Treasury in June 1864, 
and was appointed on the high- 
est recommendations, given by 
the men of the cities of New 
York and Brooklyn. He had been 
promoted three times for his 
hard work, efficiency and ca- 
pacity for business. For years 
he was paid better wages than 
the law allowed. 


At the time of his confession, 
he turned over to the Treasurer 
various items of value, consist- 
ing of bills of exchange on Lon- 
don, Bank of England, United 
States stocks, British gold sov- 
ereigns, passage tickets, and 
tickets to the theatre. 


He had also purchased first 
class berths for himself and 
wife, under an assumed name, 
and had planned to sail for Eng- 
land the day before his con- 
fession. 


He stated, at his confession, 
that he had for several months 
been in the habit of abstract- 
ing money from packages and 
using it, and that after a week 
or so, he would take other mon- 
ey from other packages and re- 
place that taken before; thus 
from time to time replacing the 
money stolen from one package 
by money stolen from another, 
and preventing inquiry after the 
stolen money, and consequent 
detection. He stated that in a 
then recent case he had taken 
money from a package received 
from the Davenport National 
Bank, the money, amounting to 
and marked at $5,000, and from 
another package money amount- 
ing to $1,000; that afterwards 
he took the money from two 
packages of $3,000 each, with a 
view to replace the money he 
had taken the week before, but 
that in his hurry and agitation 
he had inadvertently placed the 
whole $6,000 in the wrapper 
from the Davenport National 
Bank, and handed it to a clerk 
to be counted. The clerk report- 
ed the package $1,000 over by 
inventory. 


Fearing detection if he cor- 
rected the error, he advised the 
bank of the over, and remitted 
by check on New York for the

buy it as an uncirculated coin 
either, would we? If it has been 
worn on the high spots, but still 
retains most of its mint lustre, 
what is it? Extremely fine, 
right ? 

Look at it this way. You buy 
an uncirculated coin from a 
dealer (it is recognized by most 
that the exchange between 
dealer and collector does not 
constitute curculation of a coin, 
unless of course you buy a cir- 
culated coin), after you receive 
the coin and hold it awhile, you 
find a friend who will trade 
with you, your uncirculated coin 
for a piece you have wanted for 
sometime. You agree, and the 
trade is made. Is the uncirculat- 
ed coin still uncirculated? Is it 
“about uncirculated”? No sir, 
it is an extremely fine coin, 
showing no sign of wear (if 
properly handled by you) with 
mint lustre. 

Once a coin passes from one 
collector to another it is no long- 
er uncirculated, it is not “about 
uncirculated”. 

“What is it then, what about 





its premium?’”’ you ask. I call 
it, “an extremely fine coin, with 
full mint lustre, slightly circu- 
lated, showing no, or faint evi- 
dence of wear. A_ collector’s 
piece.”” Premium, slightly under 
the uncirculated coin, traded 
and sold as an “EFCP coin. 
The problem of properly grad- 
ing coins has plagued us for a 
long, long time. B & D are to 
be applauded for their efforts 
to help in this area of collecting. 


It’s the in-between terms that 
are sometimes used that irk me, 
“about uncirculated’”’, extremely 
fine plus’’, very fine plus”, 
“fine plus’. I get crosseyed 
looking for the plus some put 
on their coins when grading. 

Who uses these terms? Just 
about everybody. Where is the 
limiting point between “ex- 
tremely fine plus”, and “about 
uncirculated’? Two plus two 
equals four, but “about uncir- 
culated plus plus’, does not 
equal uncirculated. Does it? 


Let’s see, two plus two is 
four, three plus three is six, 
“AU” plus plus what, equals 
what?
